He will be accompanied 
by military chiefs, sources said. 
The talks are being fostered by 
Egypt. A personal envoy of Egyptian 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser has 
been touring Arab capitals to ar­ 
range the negotiations. 
Co o rdinatio n Wanted 
Lebanon says publicly it supports 
the 
Palestinian 
r e s i s t a n c e 
movements but wants 
operations 
against Israel from this country 
coordinated with the Lebanese army. 
Such operations must not expose its 
population to Israeli reprisals, the 
I^banese say. But Lebanese officials 
do not say how such operations could 
be carried out in a way that would 
avoid Israeli retaliation. 
The guerrillas demand co mplete 
freedo m o f o peratio n a n y w h e r e 
alo ng the twisting, rugged bo rder 
with Israel.

Tho usands o f cars headed 
to ward the city faced po lice 
and rescuers with ano ther 
pro blem. The driv ers, mo stly 
relativ es and friends o f Banja 
Luka resifjents ho ping to be 
helpful, were asked to turn 
back in o rder to allo w relief 
v ehicles to get thro ugh. 
Banja Luka has a history of 
earthquakes dating back to 
1888, but Monday’s quake was 
the most devastating.

Thus, by the year 2009, the tax-free in­ 
stitutions which are commonly thought of 
as foundations — including the giant Ford, 
Rockefeller and Carnegie Foundations — 
would cease to exist. 
So would all of the 30,262 foundations 
whose existence is known to the Internal 
Revenue Service. They own billions of dollars 
worth of assets and a sizable share of 
.\merican business 
The pro po sed legislatio n was also written 
to fo rbid a fo undatio n fro m giv ing its mo ney 
to a new fo undatio n when it reached the 
end o f its 4 0-y ear lifespan, o r fro m creating 
ano ther fo undatio n with its wealth. 
The only exception to the 40-year limit 
allowed was for “ operating” foundations, 
which receive at least a third of their income 
from the public and no more than a third 
from investment sources, and which use the 
money to operate an institution. An example 
is the foundation that runs the restored col- 
lonial town of William.sburg, Va. 
Giving Required 
The committee also voted to require 
foundations to give away every year a sum 
equal to their income from the slocks they 
own, or equal to 5% of their assets, 
whichever is larger. Some foundations have 
not been giving away anything, only growing 
richer. 
Also appro v ed was a $5(1 mllllo ii-a-y ear 
tax o n fo undatio ns. They wo uld hav e to pay 
the go v ernment o ne-fifth o f o ne per cent 
o f their to tal wo rth to pro v ide the funds 
lo allo w the go v ernment to po lice their ac­ 
tiv ities and their bo o ks mo re clo sely .

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM O. DOnLER 
In casual conv ersation one evening last week, wives 
in a mix ed group were discussing their shopping ex periences 
of the day . It was during the time of the teachers’ convention 
in Lincoln, just so the situation can b e fairly presented. 
The womni had gone downtown to shop b ut after driving 
around for more than half an hour and finding no place 
to park their cars, drove out to Ciateway Shopping Center 
and b ought what they wanted. They all affirmed in resolute 
terms their determination not to go downtown again. 
Now. we all know that the ladies will go downtown 
again b ut not as often as they might if they had any certainty 
of finding a place to park, Merchants may dismiss the 
thmg as a uniq ue happening at the time of a b ig convention 
in town b ut they would b e making a mistake to do so. 


The fact is that downtown will b e crowded many day s 
now until Christmas. And the fact is that there will b e 
, a lot of people who will try to park downtown and find 
it impossib le. 
That 
means that downtown 
merchants are losing 
customers. How many customers downtown is losing, nob ody 
knows, b ut it v ery well could add up to a sub stantial numb er 
when y ou consider the total effects of the situation. Some 
shoppers will not even try downtown, assuming there is 
no place to park here whether there is or not. 
There is at work on the prob lem a special committee 
appointed b y the may or, including many of the downtown 
merchants with a direct interest in the situation. It b ehooves 
this group to move as q uickly as possib le in getting a 
plan for action together and then ex ecuting it. 
Present thinking points to a comb mation parkmg garage 
and retail shopping area on the south half of the b lock 
b etween N and 0, 11th to 12th. This is not as amb itious 
a program as might b e desired b ut if it is all that can 
b e done at this time, it should b y all means b e undertal<en 
with haste. 


★ 
One thing the downtown group doesn’t have is time 
to waste. Lincoln has a lot going for it b ut it has a lot 
of competition, too, in the retail area, which is its major 
point of emphasis. 
If it wants to maintain that emphasis, that focal point, 
then it is going to have to provide parking. Ev en then 
it has the disadv antage of parking for a fee as opposed 
to free parking in sub urb an shopping centers. 
Downtown merchants run a free parking program b ut 
it involves the stamping of purchase tickets and that is 
somewhat of a nuisance. Additionally , y ou could promote 
it until y ou were b lue in the face and some people still 
would not know ab out it. 
There is no feeling against sub urb an shopping centers. 
Lincoln has some fine ones and more are on the way . 
Certainly , a city of this size wants and needs as fine a 
group of such centers as possib le b ut a strong downtown 
is needed, also, and this is what is threatened under ex isting 
conditions. 
★ 
In many places, hope for the downtown area has 
ev aporated or the area is b eing transformed into something 
else. This need not happen in Lincoln b ut it will happen 
if there is no action on solving the parking prob lem. 
The role of city gov ernment in solving the prob lem 
is still uncertain. Most of this uncertainty seems to stem 
from a legal rat’s nest, a lack of clear understanding as 
to what the city can and cannot do in providing facilities 
in the area of priv ate enterprise. 
Certainly , no one ex pects the city to enter into any 
program which results in a tax sub sidy for downtown in­ 
terests. But whatev er the city can do from a legal and 
tax eq uity point of view, it should b e encouraged to do. 
What the lack of parking has done is place an arb itrary 
ceiling on total downtown retailing. With no minimum on 
dollar volume b ut with a fix ed max imum, the future is 
not too b right.

Army Brass Uses 
GIs For Servants 


WASHINGTON - Despite 
hig h draft calls and loud 
lamentations 
o v e r 
man­ 
power 
needs, 
the 
armed 
forces have q uietly given 
their official b lessings to the 
use 
of 
GI 
serv ants 
for 
general officers. 
The e m p l o y m e n t of 
enlisted men to shine b oots, 
b rew coffee and clean toilet 
b owls for the b rass hats isn’t 
ex actly new. In the past, a sol­ 
dier would b e puUed from the 
ranks and b riefed on the 
b enefits of “v olunteering” as 
a general’s flunky . Then he 
would b e issued 
a 
mess 
jacket, handed a b room and 
put to work. 
But now the armed forces 
have 
made 
b oot-polishing 
and toilet-cleaning a special­ 
ty . They ha v e estab lished 
training c our s e s , written 
manuals and offered careers 
in the care and feeding of 
b rass hats. .\11 this has b een 
accomplished with ab out as 
much fanfare as Prav da ac­ 
cords to the sumptuous liv­ 
ing of the Kremlin czars. 
The Army , for ex ample, 
q uietly 
rev ised 
regulation 
614-16 this summer to create 
“MOS OOH. enlisted aide.” 
.At first, this column was told 
that access to the regulation 
was on a “need to know 
b asis” — in other words, 
classified. 
This turned out to b e a 
slight ex aggeration. 
According to the rev ised 
regulation, general officers 
are 
now 
authorized 
one 
enlisted aide for every star, 
no q uestions asked. All told, 
700 
ab le-b odied 
men 
ar^ 
assigned b y the Army to pick 
up after its roy alty . 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
AR 6 14 -16 pro v ides tha t 
selectio n o f enlisted a ides 
**to the ex tent po ssible . . . 
will be limited to v o lunteer 
perso nnel.” But no t ev ery o ne, 
a ppa rently , lia s the hig ii qua l­ 
ifica tio ns to wa it o n tlie bra ss 
lia ts. 


Few military 
specialties 
are more demanding. The 
aspiring GI serv ant must 
have an aptitude score of 9 0 
or higher, a “driv er b attery 
test score of 9 5 or higher,” 
and “no prior 
record of 
military or civilian offenses 
indicative 
of 
unfavorab le 
traits 
of 
c h a r a c t e r , 
personality or b ehavior.” 
Once accepted, applicants 
are given “b asic 
enlisted 
aide training” and an eight- 
week cook and b akers course 
at Ft. Lee, Va. Those w ho 
demonstrate they ’ve got what 
It takes may b e selected for 
and adv anced course on how 
to please the b rass hats. 
The Joint Chiefs’ Chairman 
and the Army Chief of Staff 
apparently 
need 
to 
b e 
preened. 
pomaded 
a n d 
pampered more than 
the 
mere run-of-the-m.ill general. 
They aren’t restricted to one 
serv ant per star b ut are 
authorized enlisted aides “ as 
req uired.” 
Gen. Earle Wheeler, 
.Joint Chiefs’ chairman, 
q uires nine soldiers to keep 
his house in order. And Gen. 
William Westmoreland, the 
Army chief, has eight. 
Wheeler’s house staff is 
superv ised 
b y 
M a s t e r 
Sergeant Donald Taggari, a 
rehab ilitated comb at v eteran 
with 23 y ears serv ice. He has 
a b asement office right in 
Wheeler’s Ft. My er, 
Va., 
home where he can b e handy 
to attend to the whims of the 
general and his lady . 
D e s p i t e AR 614 - 16’s 
stipulation

Taggari and his men answer 
to the lady of the house, as 
well as t he general. The 
chauffeur uniforms come in 
handy , for instance, when 
the Mrs. wants to go shop­ 
ping.

Anarchy In Middle East 


The situation in the Arab nations seems 
to have evolved into a near state of 
anarchy . Guerrilla forces from Palestine 
have challenged the Leb anese army for 
its crackdown on raids against Israel. But 
the guerrilla forces represent no formal 
gov ernment of any kind. 
Yet these forces are now in the position 
of negotiating with Leb anon the terms of 
peace that might prev ail in the area. At 
least three other Arab states hav e an­ 
nounced support for the guerrilla forces. 
There can b e no q uestion that the 
situation in the Middle East has sharply 
deteriorated when outlaw b ands can gain 
such a position of prominence as has b een 
done b y the Palestinian guerrillas. What 
y ou have at work here is a sizab le force 
of 
military -minded 
Arab s 
with 
n o 


gov ernmental restraints to hold them in 
b ounds. 
If these kind of forces can freely 
operate in disregard of all estab lished 
governments, the future in this troub led 
area is surely a sorry looking one. Arab 
leaders, one would think, would see in the 
threat to Leb anon a serious challenge to 
themselv es. How can they b e ex pected to 
survive if outlaw groups are to b e permitted 
complete autonomy ? 
Conditions b etween the .\rab states 
and Israel have b een violent even with 
estab lished gov ernments at work. With 
Arab responsib ilities falling into the hands 
of guerrilla groups, the time b omb that 
is the Middle East ticks faster and faster. 
If the rest of the world fails to recognize 
this, particularly Russia, the conseq uences 
could b e disastrous.
